Town OKs 
feasibility study 


Study will focus on high iin

Support of funding a feasibili- 
ty study of Wilmington High 
School, 

Article 10 of the 2010 Annual 
Town Meeting sought to 
appropriate $1,125,000, 48.57% 
of which would be reimbursed 
by the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority (MSBA), 
to conduct a feasibility study 
with regard to Wilmington 
High School. The study 
would determine whether or 
not the facility needs to be 
ica renovated, or if a 

new high school should be 
constructed. 

School Committee 
Chairman Margaret Kane 
officially made the motion at 
the meeting on behalf of the 
School Committee. The net 
costs to the town are project- 
ed to be $578,000. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton stated that 
Wilmington was one of 225 
projects submitted to the 
MSBA in 2009. Just 14 pro- 
jects were invited to partici- 


pate in the program, includ- 


ing Wilmington. 

Benton stated that the feasi- 
bility study would allow for a 
more accurate cost measure- 
ment of the town’s high 
school needs. She added that 
a failure to pass the article 
would likely require a resub- 
mission to the MSBA and 
another invitation to join the 
program. 

She declared that the pro- 
posal would begin the process 
for the “development of a 
long-term town asset,” and 
added that many legal man- 
dates, such as the Individuals 
with Disabilities Education 
Act and Title IX, require that 
buildings must meet many 
guidelines and that every 
child must reach certain 
benchmarks. She also said 
that the study would address 
the building’s needs for the 
next fifty years. 

Benton also iia sate that the 
high school’s auditorium was 
too small, according to MSBA 
standards, and that its library 
was “desperately in need of 
updating.” She also added, “I

WILMINGTON - Early on 
Saturday, May 1, a large 
water leak occurred in 
Weston, affecting the 
Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority 
(MWRA) water supply and 
leading to a crisis that 
impacted the drinking water 
of many parts of eastern 
Massachusetts. 

A metal collar ruptured in a 
pipe system that brings water 
from the Quabbin Reservoir 
to Boston. The escaping

water then rushed into the 
Charles River. 

Businesses that relied upon 
water for their products, such

The Town’s Senior Citizen 
Tax Work-Off Program, 
which allows senior citizens 
to earn money toward their 
taxes by working for the 
town, was also approved.

Article 19, which passed, 
extended the . agreement 
between the Town of 
Wilmington and the Reading 
Municipal Light Board, which 
provides for the supply of 
electrical power and pay- 
ments in lieu of taxes, for an 
cane ten years to July 9, 


pe F. Banda, who has 
served the Town of 
Wilmington in various roles 
for 38 years, received the trib- 
ute of having the Bicentennial 
Room at the Wilmington 
Memorial Library renamed 
in his honor. The vote passed 
unanimously. The James F. 
Banda Room will serve as a 
room for private study and as 
a meeting room. Banda 
received two standing ova- 
tions and thanked everyone 
for bestowing this honor upon 
him. 

The bridge at the Lowell 
Street crossing over Maple 
Meadow Brook was renamed 
the Veterans Memorial 
Bridge. Resident Michael 
Bodnar stated that he felt the 
structure was poor and an 
unfitting monument. He 
added that he felt it might be 
an embarrassment. 

Selectman and Veterans 
Agent Louis Cimaglia dis- 
agreed, as did Selectman 
Michael McCoy. The motion 
passed. 


Planning Board articles 22 
through 34 all passed. Article 
26, which amended the 
Zoning By-law of the town 
regarding accessory apart- 
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ments, was passed by a stand- 
ing vote of 75 to 5, only to be 
later called for reconsidera- 
tion by MacDonald. The 
move for reconsideration 
failed. MacDonald also chal- 
lenged the vote, which failed 
as well. 

Articles 35, 37 and 38 were 

over. 

Article 36 abolished an ease- 
ment that had been used pre- 
viously as bus turnaround. 

Massachusetts General Law 
Chapter 48: Section 571 was 
the focus of article 39. The 
article was whether or not to 
accept this part of the law, 
and allow any elected officers 
of the Professional 
Firefighters of 
Massachusetts, © AFL-CIO- 
CLC, to be granted leave with- 
out loss of pay or benefits and 
without being required to 
make up lost time by his or 
her municipal employer. 

The article was petitioned 
by John Brown and others. 

The practice had previously 
been accepted until it was dis- 
continued due to legal con- 
cerns. Town Manager 
Michael Caira stated that the 
article essentially asked the 
town to pay someone to do 
something that is not part of 
his or her town duties. “This 
is not the way you should be 
spending your tax dollars,” he 
said. 


Others suggested that it was 
a slippery slope, and would 
allow town employees to peti- 
tion to be paid when perform- 
ing other acts that were char- 
itable or beneficial in other 
respects, and that it could 
potentially create a no-show 
job. Caira also noted that 
there was no control of the 
measure by either the chief 
or the union, and that it was

thus very broad in nature, 
and open to abuse. 

Brown countered that while 
he did get paid by the union 
for carrying out his union 
duties, his efforts required a 
near continuous amount of 
work, including on his person- 
al time, “It’s not just about 
us,” he said. He added that 
approving the measure would 
result in better protection 
overall. 

The motion was defeated. 

Article 40 was petitioned by 
Kevin MacDonald and others 
and centered on whether or 
not the names of any employ- 
ees that receive both a pen- 
sion and a salary from the 
‘Town of Wilmington should be 
posted in Town Hall in bold 
red lettering to allow taxpay- 
ers to, “determine if they are 
being gouged out of their tax 
dollars.” 

Board of Selectman 
Chairman Michael Newhouse 
stated that such information 
is available through a public 
records request, and that he 
felt such a measure was 


unnecessary. 

Others suggested that the 
bold red lettering would sug- 
gest that something improper 
or inappropriate was occur- 
ring when that need not be 
the case. The motion was 
defeated. 

Whether or not to allow food 
donations to the Wilmington 
Food Pantry, in lieu of library 
fines, all year round, was the 
basis article 41. It was peti- 
tioned by Kevin MacDonald 
and others. Library Director 
Christina Stewart stated that 
it was “not an equitable sys- 
tem.” Caira also read a letter 
from the director of the Food 
Pantry that stated he did not 
support the measure. The 
measure was defeated unani- 
mously. 

Article 42 focused on 
whether or not to eliminate 
the position of Water 
currently 
held by Michael Woods, and 
have those duties transferred 


/ to the Department of Public 


Works Superintendent. It was 
petitioned by Kevin 
MacDonald and others. 

One resident stated that he 
knew Woods professionally, 


and that the measure was 
essentially an attempt by oth- 
ers to fire Woods, 
Wilmington’s Assistant Town 
Manager, Jeffrey Hull, stated 
that Woods has been a true 
professional, and that the 
article potentially created a 
dangerous precedent that 
would allow individuals who 
are unhappy with certain offi- 
cials to have the official's job 
called into question. 

Woods himself spoke during 
the discussion step, and stat- 
ed he believed the move had 
been done as an act of 


vengeance, 
Caira, along with two other 


defeated, and the article itself 
was also defeated. 

Article 43, petitioned by 
Kevin MacDonald and others, 
which sought to conduct an 
investigation of the half-mil- 
lion dollar comprehensive 
water study to determine if it 
was a fraudulent study, was 
also defeated. 

Late in the day, after repeat- 
ed warnings from the Town 
Moderator, MacDonald was 
ejected from the meeting for

Years. back it was not 
uncommon to see initials 
carved in the bark of a tree, 
or a heart with “Johnny loves 
Mary” - or a clothesline 
strung between two trees.

the oldest public arboretum 
in North America and a lead- 
ing center for research and 
the study of plants in the 
world. There are over 15,000 
individual plants across these 
impeccably groomed grounds 
for you to contemplate, appre- 
ciate and admire, To walk 
around the Arnold 
Arboretum, to stroll and stop 
and gaze, to connect with 
nature - what better place to 
ponder the purpose and point 
of it all. 

I have my favorite trees - 
not types of trees but individ- 
ual trees that I look for and 
check on during their partic- 
ular season. 

When you stop at the end of 
Glen Road, and look straight 
across Main Street at Silver 
Lake, there’s a spectacular 
big old maple tree that turns 
a dazzling crimson in 
October. It has an interesting 
irregular shape and it sits 
right at the water’s edge, 
probably a hundred years old. 
More than once the car 
behind me has had to blow 
the horn as I sat there hypno- 
tized under the spell of that 
tree that I am so drawn to. 

Every spring I shortcut 
through Drury Lane and 
School Street more often, just 
to keep tabs on the gorgeous, 
sprawling, flowering tree at 
that corner of those two 
streets. All flowering trees 
are beautiful but this one is 
different. It’s the size and the 
shape and the color of the 
flowers and the way it seems 
to fill up its space with bliss. 
When the tree is at its peak, I 
drive by more often, some- 
times more than once a day, 
for another dose of delirium. 

In Reading, at the intersec- 
tion of Washington Street and 
West Street, there's a medi- 
um-sized, strong, straight, 
and perfectly shaped maple

One 
time I called him, as a friend, 
and asked him about an enor- 
mous oak tree that was in the 
corner of my yard on Main 
Street, ing out over the 
sidewalk and the driveway 
and my car, dropping leaves 
and acorns everywhere. 
When he came by, I explained 
what a mess it was and that iI 
thought it had to GO! I asked 
him what it would cost to take 
it down. Without looking at 
me, his eyes fixed at the top 
of this proud tree, he said, 
almost to himself, “The tree 
has been here probably one- 
hundred and fifty years, think 
what things looked like back 
then. A lot of history there.”

signed an emergency disaster 
declaration. 

At the time that the infor- 
mation about the event 
reached town administrators, 
Wilmington’s Annual Town 
Meeting was underway.

am excited and very proud to 
be here during this important 
time in Wilmington.”

SPENCER: As innumerable gossip reports on account of professional golf great Tiger 
Woods' extra-marital sex scandal dominated the media this past winter, we've all become 
aware of the multiple mistresses Woods allegedly cheated on his wife with, therefore ruin- 
ing his reputation as a role-model professional athlete, With his apology in an early April 
press conference, public opinion of Woods' scandal changed dramatically for the better, and 
despite this, I disagree with this change in popular opinion. It's not as if Woods cheated 
only once, and could be forgiven for a "mistake". He slept with over 15 mistresses, and no 
one makes a "mistake" that many times. 

Aside from the personal problems the scandal created among Woods, his wife and his 
family, his wrongdoing severely damaged the way he is perceived by his fans. No parent 
wants his or her young children to look up to such a role model that would lie, cheat, and 
disappoint. I agree with the companies that formerly endorsed Woods, and ended the agree- 
ments they had. So Becca, I ask why would a company want a man of such morals to rep- 
resent their product? 

QUIGLEY: Lauren, Although the great deal of hype about Woods’ recent scandals cer- 
tainly caused his reputation to take a hit, it also caused the majority of people to forget why 
he became a star in the first place. Woods' talent for the sport remains unprecedented, as 
was named No, 1 in the Official World Golf Rankings for several years and is the owner of 
numerous US PGA titles and wins in the US Masters and US Open Championships. He was 
also known for being the man and only African American when he won the 
Masters for the first time in 1997, setting a record of 270 as a 21-year-old. 

As a magnificent athlete, Woods should be able to continue golfing without judgment for 
his personal issues. Sometimes the press will "open another can of worms" by seeing into 
national celebrities’ personal lives because they know that the fans love to feed off this 
information. Woods' silence leading up to his apologies for the incident only indicated his 
apprehension that people were going to forget all about his golfing and dwell on the other 
issues, which is exactly what everyone did. His apologies showed sincerity and remorse; 
which is why fans should set all other problems aside and continue to regard Woods as the 
legendary golfer he was always known to be. 

SPENCER: While it is true that Woods’ remarkable talent and accomplishments do not 
_deserve to be forgotten in spite of his recent scandal and wrongdoings, his impressive golf 
-career does not serve as an excuse for everything he did wrong. I’m not sure Woods’ wife 
would instantly forgive her husband on the account that he was a talented athlete. 

= Yes Becca, Woods apologized for what he did. But this was no great new idea to get peo- 
‘ple to forgive him. When anyone gets caught publicly in a wrongful situation, an apology 
usually follows so as to cover things up, and fix the problem. We see the same trend in pro- 
fessional baseball. When athletes are caught using performance-enhancing drugs, they 
apologize; hoping for the public’s sympathy, understanding, and forgiveness, and soon the 
scandal goes away. I agree that it must be difficult to be so famous that your own person- 
al life suddenly becomes the public’s business and is constantly the subject of gossip. 
However, Woods more than anyone, should be aware of the price of fame. It shouldn't be 
news to anyone that a clean reputation is definitely a necessity in order to continue getting 
endorsement contracts, as well as to be positively seen by fans. 
QUIGLEY: I see where you're coming from when you say that his talent and accom- 
plishments cannot cover up his wrongdoings, but Lauren whatever he and his wife decide 
to do about the scandels should not play into golfing career. I agree that it is right for him 
to suffer consequences from his wife and perhaps family, but does he deserve betrayal from 
his fans despite his excellence in the game? 

And your comparision with Woods to the professional baseball players is somewhat irrel- 
evant; the use of perfoi drugs deals with an entirely different playing field 
(no pun intended). The fact that baseball players try to cover up their substance use is 
essentially a way of cheating their way through their careers; they commit such wrongdo- 
ings because it has a positive effect on their success in the game and their salaries. Woods' 
situation, on the’ other hand, does not involve him playing unfairly and exhibiting poor 
sportsmanship like some of today's baseball players. If anything, Woods would probably 
want to "cover it up" because he knew the scandel should not serve as a detriment to his 


team.

WINCHESTER - Massachusetts and its residents have sur- 
vived the floods of March and, most recently, the water main 
break in Weston. Now, it’s time to bask in the sunshine of May 
and June. ‘ 

Some of the best things to do in the late spring/early sum- 
mer are swimming, fishing and boating.

“A NIGHTMARE ON ELM STREET” is a remake of Wes 
Craven’s horror film classic over 20 years ago. Same story, 
only the faces are different. It’s an above average remake, 
but why remake the same very good movie? 


“A NIGHTMARE ON 
ELM STREET” 
GRADE: ** 


There’s really no need to 
take another trip to Elm 
Street - uless, of course, 
you're a movie executive 
wholooking to make a few 
quick bucks off horror fans 
on openng weekend. 

The faces have all 
changed in the 2010 version 
of Wes Craven’s horror film 
classic ‘A Nightmare on 
Elm Street’, but the story 
remains the same as the 
one that played out over 20 
years ago. 

Nancy, Kris, Quentin, 
Jesse and Dean all live on 
Elm Street. At night, 
they're all having the same 
dream-of the same man, 
wearing a tattered red and 
green striped sweater, a 
beaten fedora half-conceal- 
ing a disfigured face and a 
gardener's glove with 
knives for fingers. And 
they're all hearing the same 
frightening voice calling to 
them. 

One by one, he terrorizes 
them within their dreams, 
where the rules are his, and 
the only way out is to wake 
up. 


death, they soon realize that 
what happens in their 
dreams happens for real, 
and the only way to stay 
alive is to stay awake. 
Turning to each other, the 
four surviving friends try to 
uncover how they became 
part of this nightmare, hunt- 
ed by this dark man. 
Functioning on little to no 
sleep, they struggle to 
understand why them, why 
now, and what their parents 
aren't telling them. 

Buried in their past is a 
debt that has just come due, 
and to save themselves, they 
will have to plunge them- 
selves into the mind of a 
maniac - Freddy Krueger. 

Jackie Earle Haley does 
a nice job as the knife-fin- 
gered terror, but in this 
moviegoer’s eyes no one 
ever could equal the horror 
of Wes Craven's ground- 
breaking 1984 original that 
continues to terrify those 
who like to be seared while 
they're entertained. 

This remake is an above- 
average re-imagining of the 
story, but there wa no real 
reason to take on the proj- 
ect, other than a quick 
money grab.

GRADE: ** 


Don’t head into the the- 
ater with any great expecta- 
tions from “The Losers’, and 
you will leave a happy 
moviegoer. Award nominee 
material it ain’t, but from 
the opening scenes to the 
closing credits it’s one of 
the better rides you are like- 
ly to take this summer 
movie season - and it’s not 
even May yet. 

Based on the DC Vertigo 
comic book, the film is 
about an elite squad of sol- 
diers who go against orders 
and find themselves ene- 
mies of the United States. 

If that plot line sounds 
familiar, it should. There 
are definite similarities 
between this film and the 
1980s television show "The 
A-Team" (which also hits 
the big screen later this 
year), but in the race for 
box office dollars, “The 
Losers” reached the finish 
line first, supplying an end- 
less supply of bullets, explo- 
sions, action and sexy 
scenes.

There once was an adage 
in rock and roll that ‘Girls 
don’t play guitars’ Not so, 
as the group The Runaways 
so aptly proved. 

“The Runaways” tells the 
story of that band, which 
launched the careers of 
rockers Joan Jett and Lita 
Ford, and thrust lead singer 
Cherie Currie into the world 
of rock and roll success and 
excess - all at the tender age 
of 15. 

Kristen Stewart (of 
‘Twilight’ fame) stars as 
Jett, who is told early on in 
writer-director Floria 
Sigismondi’s film that girls 
can't rock like the big boys 
do. Thankfully she didn’t 
listen, and goes on to lay 
lead guitar for the first all 
girl glamrock band, with 
Curie (Dakota Fanning) 
belting out the tunes. 

The girls, all in their 
teens are told by their 
future manager that they 
are going to be bigger than 
the Beatles, but that ther 
career “isn’t about women’s 
lib - this is women’s libido.”

Why, why, why, why? 

Campy and silly, the orig- 
inal 1981 "Clash of the 
Titans". is remembered 
fondly by this reviewer for 
its monstrous special effects

Harryheusen), the ridicu- 
lous casting of Harry 
Hamlin as Perseus, and the 
fact that it was seemingly 
on almost every Saturday in 
the early days of HBO, 
sometimes multiple times a 
day. 

But why did it have to be 
remade? Aren’t there any 
original ideas _ floating 
around Hollywood any- 
more? 

In the new ‘Clash of the 
Titans’, the ultimate strug- 
gle for power pits men 
against kings and kings 
against gods. But the war 
between the gods them- 
selves could destroy the 
world. Born of a god but 
raised as a man, Perseus 
(Sam Worthington) is help- 
less to save his family from 
Hades (Ralph Fiennes), 
vengeful god of the under- 
world. With nothing left to 
lose, Perseus volunteers to 
lead a dangerous mission to 
defeat Hades before he can 
seize power from Zeus 
(Liam Neeson) and unleash 
hell on earth. Leading a 
daring band of warriors, 
Perseus sets off on a per- 
ilous journey deep into for- 
bidden worlds. Battling 
unholy demons and fear- 
some beasts, he will only 
survive if he can accept his 
power as a god, defy his fate 
and create his own destiny. 

Director Louis Leterrier 
delivers the goods in the

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Dispelling the many 
myths associated 
with sun exposure 


The arrival of summer is almost universally welcomed with 
open arms. After a long winter or rain-soaked spring, summer 
sun can be just what the doctor ordered. 


But spending too much time in the sun can prove dangerous 
as well. Adding to those dangers is the common misconceptions 
associated with sun exposure, many of which give summer rev- 
elers a false sense of security when spending time outdoors. The 
following myths might be commonly believed, but that doesn't 
make them true, 


* Myth: Sunburns are only possible when it's really sunny. 
Even on an overcast day it's possible to suffer a severe sunburn. 
UV radiation can penetrate clouds, so be sure to check UV lev- 
els before heading outside, even if it doesn't appear as if the sun 
is out. 


~ * Myth: Certain skin types are safe from skin cancer. People 
with olive skin commonly feel as if they're immune to skin can- 
cer. However, skin cancer knows no skin type, and everyone is 
at its mercy when spending time outdoors without protection. 
While people with darker skin have a lesser risk of skin cancer 
than fair-skinned folks, that doesn't mean they are immune. 


* Myth: Sun bathers are the only ones susceptible to skin 
cancer. Even normal, every day exposure to sun makes people 
susceptible to skin cancer. Sunburns can occur whether a per- 

“ son is walking the dog or washing the car. While sun bathers are 
at a greater risk, that reality doesn't make routine exposure any 
safer, 


* Myth: Self tanners protect skin from the sun. Fake tans do 
not improve the body's ability to protect itself‘rom the sun. Be 
sure to wear sun block even if skin has been darkened with a 
self tanner. 


* Myth: My skin tans and doesn't burn, so I don't need sun- 
block. UV rays can damage living cells, and the skin often turns 
brown as a means of protecting itself from these harmful rays. 
So just because the skin turns brown instead of red doesn't 
make it any more safe from the sun than skin that reddens upon 
exposure, 


* Myth: Cosmetics that contain sunscreen provide adequate 
sun protection. Moisturizers and foundations with sunscreen 
can be adequate when the skin is exposed for very short periods 
of time, However, those planning to spend ample time outdoors 
should use a separate sunscreen to protect skin. Oftentimes, 
beauty products that contain sunscreen have an sun protection 
factor far below the recommended SPF 30. 


* Myth: Skin cancer is easily treated. Like all cancers, skin 
cancer can metastasize and spread to other parts of the body. 
What's more, there is no cure for skin cancer, and treatment 
options include surgery and chemotherapy. Any changes in the 
skin should immediately be reported to your physician.

A tasty and healthy alternative to burgers 


Barbecue fans tend to love their hamburgers. Unfortunately, ham- 
burgers don't make for the healthiest fare. Those who love to grill 
throughout the summer might find their burger bulge adding up 
come the end of grilling season. 


But grill masters need not limit their passion for patties to ham- 
burgers. In fact, the following recipe for "Turkey Patties" from 
Rebecca Katz's "One Bite at a Time" (Celestial Arts) makes for a 
healthy and delicious alternative ideal for the grill. For extra flavor, 
consider whipping up a batch of "Grandma Nora's Salsa Verde" (see 
box). 


TURKEY PATTIES 
Makes 8 


2 pounds ground dark-meat organic turkey

1 _ teaspoon minced fresh ginger 

1 _ tablespoon minced garlic 

1/2 __ teaspoon sea salt 

1 _ teaspoon crushed fennel seeds 

1 _ teaspoon dried oregano 

1/8 _ teaspoon red pepper flakes 

Olive oil for coating the pan or grill 


Ina large bowl, combine the turkey, onion, basil, parsley, ginger, 
garlic, salt, fennel, oregano, and red pepper flakes, Mix well. Shape 
into desired sizes of patties. 


Heat a grill pan brushed with oil and brown the patties over medi- 
um heat on both sides, about 3 minutes per side. Cover and continue 
to grill for 3 more minutes until cooked through. 


Or, ina saute pan, add just enough oil to coat a hot pan. Saute over 
medium heat for about 3 minutes on each side to brown, decrease the 
heat, and add a tablespoon of water. Cover to steam the inside, about
